RECORD Y IELD IS EXPECTED 


Farmers are now relieved because 
of the fact that they need no longer 
to fear the effect of an early frost 
on their corn. 
There i" no danger 
from this source now. 
The corn is 
Iipeniug rapidly and instead of dam­ 
aging the corn, ii frost is an advan­ 
tage as it help" to take tile sap out of 
i? and hurry the process of curing or 
ripening it. 
With a few more light frosts the 
fanners can begin to 
gather 
their 
crop as early as in former years, 
notwithstanding the fact 
that 
the 
crop has been a few weeks behind 
the season until the late heavy rains 
and hot 
weather 
which 
followed, 
which brought this crop to the front 
so rapidly. 
The crop will lie a big 
one in every part of the country. 
Just at the time when there began 
to be some fear that the great hu­ 
midity would keep the corn green too 
long, thus inviting the formation of 
huge, spongy’ ears, the cooler weather 
arrived. The result has been to start 
the whole crop fo ripening and sea­ 
soning in the natural manner. There 
will be many little ears, as a conse­ 
quence of the late spring, but there 
will be a greater number of big ears 


and all indications, point to a quality 


in general which will be as notable as 
the crop’s development.

Sensational Incident of Colonel's 
Visit to Milwaukee.

Milwaukee WI*. Oct. 15.—Af he was 
leaving his hotel for the Auditorium, 
where he was to deliver his speech of 
the evening. Theodore Roosevelt wa- 
shot and slightly wounded here last 
night. 
His 
assailant, 
who 
later 
gave evidence of dementia, eave his 
name as John Schrank, and his ad­ 
dress as 370 East Tenth street. New 
York. 
Before Schrank could fire a 
second time, Albert Martin, steno?- J 
rapher with the Roosevelt party, and 
Henry F. Cochero s former football . 
player at Wisconsin university, grab- j 
bed Schrank. 
Colonel Roosevelt stook beside the 
automobile which he had bee n about 
to enter when shot and directed the 
policemen who were relieving Martin 
and Cochams from their struggle* with 
Schrank. 
Mr. Roosevelt insisted on 
proceeding to the hall and 
going 
through with at least a part of his 
speech. An examination of the wean : j 
by four surgeons showed that the bul­ 
let had entered the fleshy part of the 
right chest. 
The wound bled freely , 
for some time, but Colonel Roostv* It . 
said he was suffering no pain, and so 
far as the doctors could determine, 
there was no internal hemorrhage 
| 
Had to Cut Speech Short. 
The colonel was at first supposed to * 
have escaped uninjured for a moment 
after Schrank had wedged through th.- 
crowd and fired at him. 
Mr. Roose­ 
velt smiled as if to reassure the people 
in turmoil that surged about him. lie 
suddenly, however, put bis hand under 
his coat and was seen to wince for an 
instant. 
Then he moved toward the 
auto and stepped into it said a word 
to his associates, and the next moment 
the throng was making way for his ’ 
machine and the auto was whirlir ■ 
toward the Auditorium. 
The crowd that struggled about the 
assailant in front of Colonel Roose­ 
velt’* hotel after he had left for tin 
hall took his sudden departure * * 
mean that he had been uninjured, at I 
the crowd cheered. But when he hr d 
reached the Auditorium and made V 
way amid great cheering to the fro? t 
of the platform, those close to him 
could see a >freak of red on his w'n* *

and now listened in absolute silenc - 
“I am carrying the bullet in my bon* 
now*, and so I shall have to cut my 
speech short.” 
Through the great throng that hr ’ 
been crowding about tho colonel s au­ 
tomobile in front of the hotel and 
cheering him 
as 
he 
was 
walking 
toward it. the police, after Colon*! 
Roosevelt 
had 
departed, 
drag?' ! 
Schrank into the hotel. While Martin, 
the stenographer, and Coehorn* had 
been struggling with him aud later 
while the polio* 
were pulling him 
aw*ay from the crowd and into the lob­ 
by, Schrank raved incoherently.

Colonel Leave* for Chicago 
. 
Colonel Roosevelt, in the meantime. 
after making the announcement in 
the hall tiro* hr had been shot and re­ 
peating it to members of his own par-1 
ty that surrounded him. spoke for 
nearly an hour and then was hurrh d 
away to the hospital, where at 12:30 1 
o’clock tb s morning the following bul­ 
letin was issued*

calh d out. and he told his friends that 
after he had delivered at least a pat* 
of his talk he would submit to a thor 
ouch examination and have tho bullet 
extracted. His surgeons, in the mean­ 
time, had consented to permit Mr. 
Roof < vt It to proceed w ith his talk. 
When the colonel advanced again to 
lr aho hL speech he was greeted by an 
ovatif 
tie like of which seldom has 
be ti heard. 
His speech lasted alto­ 
gether al out fifty minutes. 
His ad 
dr ss, i ( adless to say. digressed from 
the w*ri‘t< n manuscript through which 
Soh ran1 s bullet had ripped its way.

Just at the time when there began 


to be some fear that the great hu- 
midity would ksep the corn green too 
long, thus inviting the formation of 
huge, spongy ears, the cooler weather 
arrived. The result has been to start 
the whole crop to ripening and sea- 
soning in the natural manner. There 
will be many little ears, as a conse- 
quence of the late spring, but there 
will be a greater number of big ears 
and all indications, point to a quality 
in general which will be as notable as 
the crop's development.

OTHERCANOIDATES MENTIONED 


Senate Committee 
Investigating the 


Source of Campaign Funds Gets at 
the Facts Relating to the Financing 
of Respective Boom* of Candidates 
Wilson, Harmon, Underwood 
and! 


Clsik Before Baltimore Convention. 


Washington, Oct. 15.—The senate 


committee, in a brisk fire of ques- 
tions, laid bare the sources of contribu- 
tions to the pre-convention campaign 
contributions of Woodrow 
Wilson, 


Judge Harmon and Oscar Underwood. 
It was a Democratic field day. 


The committee began with W. P. 


McCombs, chairman of the Democratic 
national committee, who testified that 
$203,565 -was expended to .nominate 
Governor Wilson at Baltimore. This 
testimony developed the interesting 
fact that Governor Wilson had a larg- 
er campaign fund than any of his ri- 
vals for the nomination. 


Lieutenant Governor Hugh L. Nich- 


olls of Ohio, who followed Mr. Mc- 
Combs, testified to expenditures in be- 
half of Governor Harmon's pre-con- 
vention campaign, slightly in exces 
of ?150,000. Of this sum ?14G,000 wa_ 
spent through the national bureau, of 
which Lieutenant Governor Nicholl 
was chairman, and 
approximately 


$5,000 through a local organization at 
Columbus. 


Senator J. H. Bankhead of Alabama 


exposed the Underwood contributions 
and expenditures to the view of the 
committee. 
He collected and spent 


approximately $50,000 in an effort to 
bring aSont the nomination of Mr. 
Underwood for president. 


Champ Clark's pre-convention fund 


had already been given as about $50,- 
000. 


Some of the Contributors. 


Among the disclosures of the day 


the following stand out most conspic- 
uously: Thomas F. Ryan contributed 
$77,000 to Governor Harmon's cam- 
paign fund and $03,000 to Representa- 
tive Underwood's; .lames J. Hill con- 
tributed $15,000 to Governor Harmon's 
campaign; Cyrus H. McCormick of the 
International Harvester company con- 
tributed $12,500 to the pre-conveution 
campaign of Governor Wilson, but it 
was explained that this contribution 
was made as a friend of Princeton uni- 
versity and its former president, and 
not as the representative of. the har- 
vester 
company. 
Nevertheless 
the 


Bull Moose followers seized upon it as 
a precious morsel and will immediate- 
ly use it as s. political counter-irritant 
to the charges hurled at Colonel Roos- 
evelt about George W. Perkins's ac- 
tivities. 


Cleveland II. Dodge of New York 


appears as the largest personal con- 
tributor to Governor Wilson's cam- 
paign fund. His "personal contribution 
was $51,300. 
Other large contribu- 


tions to Governor Wilson's fund were: 
Henry Morganthau, $20,000; William 
F. McCombs, $11,000: Frederick C. 
Penfield, $12,000: Abraham I. Elkus. 
$12,500; Harvey Thomas, $fi.f,00; Wil- 
liam G. McAdoo, about $5.000; Jacob 
H. Schiff. $2,500.

Alton B. Parker, Democratic nomi- 


nee for president in 1904, and George 
F. Parker, who was at the head of the 
Democratic literary bureau that year, 
furnished the committee a new clue. 
Judge Parker testified that he was in- 
formed by Daniel S. Lamont, late in 
the campaign of 1904. that there had 
been a meeting of representatives of
